He is the most extensive dealer in 
North America ; has 30 saws running near that 
place ; 40 at St. John's Bay; 22 in constant 
operation at Ha Ko Bay, and at tho Sageunay 
Rapids 10 more. He also purchases some mil- 
lions of feet from the Ottawa. 
It is said ho has 


furnished, for several years, employment for 
from 2,000 to 3,000 men, and freighted over a 
hundred ships annually, with lumber for Euro- 
pean markets. 


Worth Considering.— John Wise, the rorounnt, 


writing to the N. Y. Tribune, suggests a means 
of dispelling tho miasmatic atmosphere at Nor; 
folk and Portsmouth. Ho says:— "A fow tons 
of gun'powder exploded in cannons of tho larg- 
est calibre, with thoir muzzles elevated as 
much as practicable, even perpendicular if pos- 
sible, would produce atmosphreic waves that 
would travel hundreds of miles..
